WARNING ISSUED 


AT FT. YATES 


Washburn, N. D:, ;Aug. 21.—Supt. 


E. D. Mossman has recently modi' 
public a circular, warning the resi- 
dents of the reservation of the pres- 
ent danger from prairie fires and ask- 
ing the co-operation of all to aid in 
preventing their occurence. 


"This year," Mr. Mossman says, "we 


have a very heavy Coat of grass and 
vegetation all over Ihe reservation. A 
fire well started this year will sweep 
the entire country. There is 
vegetation on the prairie this year to 
make ordinary lire-guards of no use 
whatever. 
Well trimmed areas nnd 


considerable ploughing will be neces 
sary around farm homes to protect 
them. Hay left in the field wilt sure- 
ly be destroyed should a fire run 
over the prairie. 
All hay should 


therefore be hauled and stacked on 
ploughed fields where it can be pro- 
tected.1'
